London, To-day. 

A British warship is lead- 
ing the search for a British 
air liner carrying a crew of 
five and - five passengers, 
which is overdue at Malta 
and is missing in the Mediter- 
ranean. 

The machine left Alexandria on 
Thursday and made a schedule call 
at Sollum, about 300 miles west of 
Alexandria. It then took off for 
Malta. 

The plane's fast message was 
recelved by Malta wireless sta- 
tlon at 10.30 p.m. (G.M.T.), since 
when there hag been no trace of 
the machine, which gave out no 
distress signals. 

All ships in the neighbourhood 
have been informed, and the Italian 
authorities are conducting a search 
along the Lybian coast. — Reuter.

GREAT BRITAIN

NAVAL EXPERTS IN GREAT Britain are inclined to 
regard as “something of a tall story” the report 
that the American naval sub-committee has 
asked the American Navy Department to sub- 
mit estimates for battleships of 65,000 tons. 


British naval reaction to the report is “by all means 
have battleships, but smaller not larger.”

nted out on high authority that this war has 


roved more than anything else the need for 


smaller battleships. 


One of the biggest defects in 
German _ pocket-battleships is that 
they are too heavily gunned for their 
displacement. 

Germany's naval architects ex- 
perimented for a tong time, cram- 
ming many more guns into a given 
displacement than Is practicable, 
and which has so far been shown 
to be by no means successful, 
British naval experts regard it as 

a mistake to have more than three 
or four gun turrets, and support this 
theory by the fact that in the case 
of the Graf Spee one shell “knocked 
out the whole outfit.” 


COST PROHIBITIVE 


Apart from these considerations the 
cost of building such gigantic ships 
would be almost prohibitive. 

The estimated cost of bullding 
British warships !s £219 per ton, 
whereas In America the price 
goes up to something like £400 
per ton, so to construct battleships. 
of 80,000 tons would cost “£32,- ~ 
000,000. 

The idea that America contem- 
plates jumping from 40,000 tons to 
65,000 or 80,000 at one fell stroke, is 
regarded as most. unlikely. 

It is all very well, say the experts, 
to tell the Americans they . should 
“forget the Canal,” but this is hardly 
possible.

SEVERE | 
BOMBINGS

Kweilin, To-day. 
Kweilin, provincial capital 
of Kwangsi, and Liuchow, 
important town southwest of 
Kweilin, both spent nervous 
yesterday as a result of Jap- 
anese mass air bombings. 


Over Liuchow, a fierce air battle 
took ; place between nine Japanese 
machines and a Chinese pursuit 
squadron.

“T once found six chained up in|

by German patrols from the nelgh- 
bourIng woods.” 

A young bearded officer, in the blue 
breeches and tunic with yellow piping 
worn by French rifle units, told how 
a dog had ruined his chance of success 
in a night raid “sree days ago. 


TO GET PRISONERS 


. “We went out to get behind a Ger- 
man advance post and bring back a 
couple of prisoners,” he said. “We 
had only a mile to go, and the way 
was quite easy, though it was very 
dark. 

“We get into position behind the 
German trench and began to climb the 
hill towards it. We were not carrying 
rifles, only bombs, bayonets — stuck 
through our belts, and revolvers.

We were discussing Poland and I 
had told the Fuehrer that Poland 
would hardly be likely to surrender 
any of her western territories to Ger- 
many. . : 

“Then I shall force her. It would 
be a simple matter for me to partition 
Poland.” I asked Hitler what he 
meant. 

“All our agreements with Po- 
land have a purely temporary 
significance. f have no Intention 
of maintaining a serious friendship 
with Poland. | do not need to 
share my power with anyone.” 
He paced the room in silence ‘for 

some minutes. 

“I could at any time come to an 
agreement with Soviet Russia,” he said 
at last, as he paused and faced me. 
“I could partition Poland when and 
how I pleased. But I don't want to. 
It would cost too much, If I can avoid 
it, I will not do it. I need Poland 
only so long as I am still menaced by 
the West.” 

“Do you seriously intend to fight 
the West?” I asked. 

‘He stopped and looked at me. 

“What else do you think we're arm- 
ing for?” he retorted. , 

I said that I thought this would 
surely cull forth a hostile coalition 
against Germany which would be too 
strong for her. 

“That it what I have to prevent. 
We must proceed step by step, so 
that no one will impede our ad- 
vance. How to do this | don't yet 
kiow. But that It will be done 
ls guaranteed by Britain's lack of 
firmness and France’s internal 
disunity.” ; 

Hitler then began to talk obout his 
favourite subject, the pacifism of Bri- 
tain and France. I have heard him 
many times reiterate his unshakable 
conviction that Britain was quite in- 
capable of waging another war, and 
that France, in spite of her magni- 
ficent army, could, by the provocation 
of internal unrest and disunity in 
public -opinion,~ easily---be- brought to 
the point where she would only be 
able to use her army too late or not 
at all. I objected that we might find 
ourselves grievously mistaken jin our 
belief in the impotence of Britain and 
France. 

Hitler laughed scornfully. He would 
not live to see Britain again at war 
with Germany. “Britain needs a 
strong Germany. Britain and France 
will never again make common cause 
against Germany.” eas 

“Do you intend to’ break the 
Maginot Line,” I asked, “or will you 
march into Holland and Belgium?’ If 
you do the latter, you will certainly 
bring Britain in on the side of 
France.” 

“If they have time to come In,” 
Hitler returned. “Besides, | shall 
nelther break through the 
Maginot Line nor enter Selglum. 

t shall manoeuvre France right 

out of her Maginot Line without. 

losing a single soldier.” 


I must have looked. sceptical, for | 


Hitler added triumphantly: 


“How to do it is my secret! Of- 


course,” he continued after a pause, 
“I shall do everything in my power 
to prevent co-operation between Bri- 
tain. and France. If I succeed in 
bringing in Italy and Britain on our - 
side, the first part of our struggle for 
power wil) be greatly facilitated. 
Anyhow, we don’t for a moment pre- 
tend to believe that this degenerate 
Jewish democracy has any more 
vitality than France or the United 
Stutes. It will be my mission to see 
that at least an effort is made to in- 
herit this disintegrating empire 
peacefully, so that conflict can be 
avoided entirely. But I shall not 
shrink from war with Britain if it Is 
necessary. Where Napoleon failed, I 
shall succeed.’ To-day there {s no 
such thing as an {sland. I shall land 
on the shores of Britain. I shall 
destroy her towns from the mainland. 
Britain does not yet know how 
vunerable she {s to-day.” 
“But supposing Britain, France 
and Russia make an alliance?” 

' “That would be the end. But 

even Sf we could not conquer 

then, we should drag half the 
world into destruction with us, 
and leave no one to trlumph over 

Germany. There will not be 

another 1918, We shall not sur- 

render.” 

I remarked that the lessun for Ger- 
many of the last war seemed to me 
to be this: That it was unwise to rouse 
all nations against us by our too 
ambitious political aims, and thus be 
feft in the end without allies. 

Hitler lost patience with me. 

“If Germany is to become:'a world 
power, and not merely a continental 
state (and it must become a world 
power if it is to survive), ‘then it— 
must achieve complete sovereignty and 
independence,” he shouted.” “Do you 
understand what that means? Is it 
not clear to you how tragically 
mutilated we are by the restriction 
and hemming-in of our vital space, a 
restriction which condemns us to the 


-status —-- of: -a-second-rato - power — in_....._.... 


Europe? Only nations living indepen- 
dently in their own space and capable 
of military defence can be world 
powers. Only such nations are - 
sovereign in the true sense of the 
word. 

“Russia is such a state,” he went 
on, “the United States, Britain — but 
only by artificial means, not at all 
from the nature of its populated 
areas, France js such a state up to 
a point. Why should we be worse 
off?” 

“We need space,” he almost 
shrieked, “ to make us Indepen- 
dent of every possible political 
grouping and alliance. In the cast, 
we must have the mastery as far 
as tho Causasus and:Iran. In the 
west, we need the French coast. - 

-We need Flanders and “Holland. 

Above all we need Sweden. We 
must become a colonial power. 
_We must have a sea power equal 

to that of Britaln. The material

In 
that case, he would remain on the de- 
fensive, and leave it to the enemy to 
take the first aggressive step. On the 
enemy’s doing so, he would then seize 
on Holland,, Denmark, Switzerland 
and the Scandinavian states, improve 
his strategic positions, and propose 
peace under certain guarantees. -
